great wealth in his palmy days. The 
noted Missouri river steamer, Alexander 
Majors, wan named after him. He 
would not allow his teamsters to ewear 
at or abuse the animals, and he held di- 
vine worship in crossing the plains. Ad- 
verse fortune of late years deprived him 
01 most of his means. He had recently 
»een eraDloved as a mining expert.

Boiling Water Surged on the Floor 


of the Fire Room. 


VALLUO, March 26—Tho coast-defense 


vesael Monterey arrived here today from 
Sauaalito.

Thiesa' prompt 
action saved the government thousands 
of dollars, aa the .Monterey's boilers 
would have been ruined had not the 
fires been drawn.

The Situation in Manitoba Grows 


More Complicated. 


ST. fan., March 26.—A Winnipeg, 


Man., special to the Pioneer Preas aaye: 
The Grat step in the renewed fight over 
parochial schools in Manitoba began iu 
the legislature this afternoon when the 
full message was presented from the do- 
minion government at Ottawa, ordering 
the Manitoba legislature to give the 
Catholics their rights as toey existed 
before the abolition of parochial schools 
in 1890. 


The reading of the Ottawa message 


occupied over an hour and all verbiage 
removed, it amounts to the request as 
above stated. Mr. Martin, a French 
Catholic member of the legislature urged 
that, the government should take imme- 
diate action, but Premier Green way pro- 
tested^ saying the message should be 
printeu- iu order that all members 
might tnow what they were dealing 
with. Il'cre the matter rested and the 
discussion 'pill now probably not take 
place until • Thursday. Meanwhile the 
situation gro-wa more complicated. 


OTTAWA, Ont., March 20.—The news 


from Winnipeg that Premier Greenway 
has declared that "tlie governor gener- 
al's order will be rejected in ita en- 
tirety," while not unexpected, has cre- 
ated great excitement in official circlea.

BKATTI.E, Wash., March 23.—Few, 


any, of tbe thousands of people who 
gazed upon the dead hotly of Thomas 
Blanck aa it lay upon the slab at tbe un- 
dertaking rooms realized the enormity 
ol hie crimes. By his own confession 
he has killed live people within the tast 
four years and wounded at least twenty.

chasing Blanck.

Charles 11. Bridweil, shot through the 


heart at the Mug saloon, in this city,

Supposed murders, but not included 


in bis confession : James Skinner, sta- 
tion agent at (ireat Belgrade, Mont.; 
Policeman John Flynn at Helena, Mont. 


The confession relates even thia dating 


back to 1S91. Bhnuk'8 home was in 
Bchnectady, X.Y. Ho came west years 
ago and bis nrst crime was committed 
at Nelson, B.C., when, with a partner, 
he bold up a stage coach containing two 
Chinamen. Tho driver showed fight 
and was killed, and Blanck and hia pal 
got $-1300 in gold and silver The silver 
was too heavy and waa buried and 
Blanck said tbat BO far as he know it 
was still in tbe ground. They escaped, 
and Blanck went back east, only to re- 
turn to the coaat in a short time to take 
part in several highway robberies and 
getting caught 
while committing a 


burglary at Kalama, this state. 


He broke jail and in February, 1891, ; 


•entered Holbrook'a hank at Wooley, 
Wash, but as be had no tools got noth- 
ing but a revolver. Then be went to 
I-'airhaven, committed a burglary, shot 
Policeman Peter Brughn twice and es- 
caped a mob wbicb pursued him.

Townsend saw bini next, where he was 
arrested, taken hack to Fairhaven but 
broke jail and wont to California, where 
he figured in several holdups, lie then 
wont to Tesaa and then east again, but 
in 1804 he came west and on August 
IStb of that year, while a partner guard- 
ed tbe outside entrance, Blanct entered 
the barroom in tbe Broadwater hotel at 
Helena, held the bartender up, took 
$150 out of the cash drawer, and after 
driving out of the saloons several per- 
sona who had entered while be was tak- 
ing the money, escaped. He was fol- 
lowed,a fight ensued and Blanck finally 
got away. 


He had lost most of bis clothing iu 


tbe tight-, and while on the road mot an 
old man whom he compelled to turn 
over his clothes. Later he robbed a bar- 
tender at Maryaville, Mont., of about 
$150. At Meaderville, Mont., be held 
up a bartender, failing to get any money 
and killed him. He was chased, and

,otal tonnage of beets handled during 
the season is estimated at 142,000 tons, 
of this amount Salinas valley and Cooper 
ranch contributed 72,000 tone, Pajaro 
ralley 66,000 tons and Morocojo ranch 
14,000. The season waa protracted by 
the rains and difficulties attending tbe 
delivery of the beets at the factory, ow- 
ing to tbe inclemency of tbe weather 
and general backwardness of crops. The 
average yield of the entire beet district 
is sixteen tons per acre, although in 
some instances the yield haa been from 
twenty-five to thirty-five tons per acre.

reflect that it waa Grover Cleveland who 
set aside the law requiring the purchase 
of & certain amount of silver each 
month, and remember that this was 
done in plain violation of the constitu- 
tion, and we will have little real occasion 
for surprise, whateverjhe may decide to 
do. 


If the President refuses to execute the 


express will of congress, he will have to 
shield himself behind tbe flimieiest im- 
aginable pretext. The fact that this in- 
ternational confeience has been called 
by tbe German government, aud that it 
wag well understood to be for the pur- 
pose of arriving at an agreement be- 
tween the nations whereby silver shall 
be coined at an agreed ratio with gold, 
effectually closes any loophole whereby 
the President could with a show of rea- 
son act in the interests of the go'd con-' 
Epiratorsand in defiance of legislative 
enactment.

For instance, he very i>rop- 
erly declined to approve of appropria- 
tions aggregating (142,000 for tbe benefit 
of district fairs, while at the same time he 
Approves a liberal appropriation for tbi- 
itate fair. Among the reasons assigned 
for vetoing the district fair appropria- 
tions are these: 


The agricultural societies as now man- 


aged are of but little or IH> benefit to the 
people. There id but slight competition 
between between classes or sectionf, and 
but small rivalry in anything but horsK- 
racing. 


This is "gospel truth," but every 


word of it applies to the state fair with 
equal if not greater force than it does to 
the district fairs. The. management of 
the state fair has made it odious aa an 
institution supported at public expense. 
It is an annual carnival of horse racing 
aud gambling, which brings together 
once a year large numbers of the dis- 
reputable elements of the state. The 
agricultural display is something of a 
feature to be eure, and so it has been of 
the district fairs, bat it is so far over- 
shadowed by the sporting fraternity's 
"exhibits" that it becomes a secondary 
matter. There is not, indeed, an argu- 
ment against appropriations for the dis- 
trict fairs which is not applicable to the 
itate fair as it ia managed. The Gov- 
ernor's discrimination iu this instance 
has every appearance of a concession to 
,he capital city, which ia the only beno- 
iciary of the state fair, and as such it 
must be condemned. 


Had the Governor seen fit to have 


vetoed all appropriations for fairs the 
action would have been heartily ap- 
»roved. Approving appropriations for 
tate buildings in San Francisco and for 


a state fair in Sacramento, while like

They planned I 
raid the place last night, and expecte 
to arrest at least fiv_e men. Some on 
presumably come official in the custon 
service here, managed to warn the com 
terfeiters, and when the place was rau 
ed no one was caught. Tbe officers cap 
tured over* 8000 blank registration ce 
tificates and • the paraphernalia that th 
counterfeiters had used. Secret Servic 
Agent Thomas stated today that th 
leader of tbe gang is a man name 
Todd, an ex-customs officer iu the Pug< 
Sound district, and that other membeL 
of tlie eanc in Oregon and Waahingto 
are known. 


SAN FRASCISCO, March 28.—The eo

In laying plaua to entrap the agents 


of the forgera the collector hired severa 
Chinese engaged in business in China 
town to act as decoys. The member o 
the band who came from Oregon to help 
Eell the forged instruments stumblec 
upon one of the department's Chinese 
decoys almost at the outset of hie nego- 
tiations, and if was through this blun- 
der that the forgers betrayed themselves. 
For days and weeks the investigations 
have been pushed, and every detective's 
report has shown that the plans of the 
operators were .favreaching, their rami- 
fications being eo great as to implicate 
several i^en who formerly held placei 
of honor ui this community. 


Some of tbe firpt evidences of tbe far 


reaching plans of the operatora came 
from New Mexico in Deeember.atwhich 
tuna it waa discovered tbat some of the 
forged certificates had been offered for 
sale at Santa Fe. Soon thereafter the 
certificates were found in Oregon, Wash- 
ington and British Columbia. 


The paper on which the certificates 


are printed is made with great care, 
though apparently only an ordinary im- 
itation of parchment. Aa a fact, how- 
ever, Ita components are such as to 
ahow changes under chemical tests 
The forged certificates are printed on 
paper that also shows the same reaction. 
Tbe fact strengthens the supposition 
that the leaders of the scheme know the 
inner secrets of either of the department 
uientmanufacturers of government sup- 
plies, or of the revenue department, 
which knows the same trade aecreta.

The Passage of Important 


Laws. 


THEIR APPLICATION TO FRESNO 


Measures Far Beadiiug iu TUeir 


Effect—Tlie Governor's Busy 


Pen at Work. 


A number of the bills passed by the 


legislature, and signed by Governor Budd 
on Monday, are of considerable impor- 
tance to tiifl people of Fresno county. A 
brief explanation of a few of these bills 
will bfi found below. There were nearly 
1'JOO bills introduced in the legislature, 
and about one in sir passed, and the 
governor ia now Evening or vetoing the 
300 whicn have reached his hands. The 
following epitome of bills was furnished 
through the kindness of Senator Pedlar: 


Assembly bill 117 relates to the com* 


misaioner in the foreclosure of mort- 
gages. Heretofore the law made no pro- 
vision, in the tasc.of the death or disa- 
bility of the commissioner, for Bottling 
the unOniehed business. As it ia now, 
the court may appoint an aliaor to make 
a deed or deeda. 


Assembly bill 148 provides for the ap- 


pointment of a game warden in each 
county. The supervisors are authorized 
to appoint the warden and tii hia salary, 
but it is left optional with them whether 
they will or will not do so. The war- 
den's duty 13 to enforeall state and eoun- 


laws for the protection of game and 


pension fond will be derived from b 
queiU. A teacher who has taught t wen 
yean in this state is entitled to a pern i 


tv la 
fish.. 


Assembly bill 198 waa passed for the 


special benefit of Stockton but applies 
equally well to all towns of the Btnte. It 
permits the bonding of cities to the 
amount of 6 per cent- of the assessed 
value of the property, for the purpose of 
providing against overflow and to effect 
proper diainage; but does not apply to 
aewera. 


Assembly bill 221 provides for the 


maintenance of two forestry stations iu 
the state, one at Ohico, one at Santa 
Monica. The proposition to establish a 
third Elation was defeated. The sense 
of the legislature was that these two 
Stations bfl kept up, but expenses should 
be reduced to a minimum. The chief 
result so far seems to be the planting of 
eome cork trees and a few other speci- 
mens which will be useful, if ever, about 
the time the nest generation have been 
gathered to their fathers. The" state 
university wanted to establish a third 
station on Mount Uamiltorj. 


Assembly bill 941 amends the law 


governing building and loan associations 
and places them on a more solid footing. 


Assembly bill 567 is an important one, 


doing away with contract marriages, 
There are now three things absolutely 
necessary .to a valid marriage in this 
state. There must be a marriage license ; 
the marriage must be performed in the 
manner prescribed in the code, and the 
fact that tlie marriage was so solemnized 
must be recorded. This will put an end 
to secret marriages. 


Assembly bill 731 relates to irriga- 


tion, and was about the only law passed 
which affects that subject. The eenti- 
ment was Unit the Wright law should 
be left alone as much as possible, 
and complications should be avoided. 
The act which passed provides that 
' ' ' ^ 


be incapacitated, or he will get no pe 
eion. Even then bia pension must o 
exceed 50 pei cent of the month}}' wl 
oi the teacher during the list year 
his work. There is another conditio 
The act does not Ute effect at once, 
cept in certain cases. If a teacher a 
plies for a pension within three year* 
the passage of the act, he must first d 
posit $300 for the benefit of the fun 
Thuait will be seen that the teacher 
peiiciou, law is not apt to excite any grei 
enthusiasm at present. The fact thi 
there is not a dollar in the fund to eta 
with ia a disadvantage calculated to hav 
a discouraging effect. The law withou 
the money is somewhat like the play 
"Hamlet" with Hamlet left out. 


i^euate bill 50 relates to fraudulentu_ 


strumeuts and transfers. The effect o 
it ia that the man who gets Itia docu 
went on iile first, holds the propertj 
The result will probably be to inak 
people more prompt in having paper 
recorded. 


Senate bill 106 relates to the membei 


of paid liro departments. Each men. 
her must have a vacation once a yea 
of from fifteen to thirty days, with fu' 
pay. 


Senate bill 201, if properly enforced 


will result in more good to tlie people o 
California than any other law passes 
this cession, it provides fcr pure foot 
and drugs. It id iu effect the eame law 
which has been in effect in Ohio for six 
years and has driven adulterated food 
from that state. It ia wide reaching 
The grocer who cells maple BUgar whic. 
ia made of sorghum and tannin; the aa 
loon keeper who sells whiskey made o 
aconite and blue vitriol; the shop keepe 
who sells, fruit jellies with not a particl 
of fruit ia them, will all be liable. Ever,, 
food compound must show a label con 
taining all the ingredients of the com 
Kund, and the percentage of each 


tent medicines must como from unde 


covor. Liquors must do likewise. 


Senate trill 333 provides for the forma 


tion of sanitary districts, and ia an im 
purtant law. It ia really a local option 
measure, and any locality can protect it 
self against saloons, nuisances and al 
evils affecting the place, health or com 
fort of the people. 


Senate bill 434 makes the removal o 


property from mortgaged premises lar 
cfiny. This will probably be construed 
to mean only such property as ia usually 
understood to be a part of the realty. 


Senate bill 221 makes both city clerk 


and city attorney elective in cities of th< 
fifth class, Fresno being of that class.

Tucker in Selma. ' 


The first report was that Balthrop had 


attempted to pull hia pistol first, but 
that Jordan was too quick for him. 


According to another report Bal- 


throp stopped in front of the door of 
the drugstore and Jordan went about 
ten feet out on the sidewalk. The lat- 
ter suddenly began to abuse Balthrop 
again and renew the quarrel. He then 
pulled his pistol and taking a good aim 
of several seconds fired the shot. As 
soon as this was done Baltbrop reached 
for his pistol and pulled it out. 


As soon as Jordan fired the ehot he 


stuck his pistol back into his pocket and 
called out, "Take me; I give myself up." 
He hunted up Deputy Constable Martin 
and surrendered himself. As soon as 
District Attorney Snow heard of the 
murder, he telephoned down to Relma 
from this city to have Jordan brought 
up to tbe county jail iinmediately. But 
through some misinterpretation of the 
order, Jordan was kept in Reims under 
guard of two ojUicera. 


J. B. irturgis aud the cook in the res- 


staurant, which Balthrop and Mrs. Jor- 
dan owned, were yesterday arrested as 
accomplices of Jordan. The cook, whose

A murder was committed iu Selma 


between 4 and o o'clock last evening. 
3. K. Jordan shot and killed Itoyd Bal- 
hrop in front 
of Kilbouru's drug 


store. It waa the outcome of a domes- 
tic trouble. MH. Jordan and Batthrop 
were partners in a restaurant, and had 
jeen partners for more than a year, 
formerly Mr. and Mrs. Jordan owned 
t, but there were financial troubles, 


BaltUrop bought a half interest. 


About a week ago there were reporta 
hat Balthrop had made disparaging re- 
niarka concerning Mrs. Jordan. She 
appealed for protection to the church to 
vhicb sbe belonged, and asked for an 
uvestigation. It was perhaps not the 
.oureo usually taken in such matters. 
This committed invited Balthrop to be 
present and make a statement, but he 
efused to do BO. 
Thifl made matters worse, and per- 
aps Balthrop realized it, and yesterday 


afternoon he went to the Irrigator of- 
ice and wrote a card denying that he 
lad ever slandered Mrs. Jordan, andde- 
laring that if any remarks made by 
»im at any time had caused hard feel- 
ugH he was sorry for it. He suggested 
,hat he was probably drunk when he 
ipoke the objection able words. He said 
he had declined to go before the church 
ommittee because he was not a mem- 
aer. 


This deninl came too late to do him 
ny good. He was dead before the 
aper went to press. 
Jordan, who haa been living in the 
ountry, heard of'the trouble of his 
rife, and weut to Selma. In front of 
{ilbourn's drugstore he met Balthrop 
nd asked him about it. Bnlthrop iu- 
ited him into the store to talk the mat- 
er over, and they went in, and it ap- 
peared that they had settled it aatisfm;- 
orily, and they walked out of the store 
md stopped a few steps away. Bal- 
irop held out his hand to say goodbye, 
nd Jordan refused to accept it. This 
nraged the former ami he struck at 
ordan and thft blow was returned, 
hey fought a few seconds, and Bal- 
Lrop stepped back, and reached for his 
istol. m 
Jordan was quicker, and before Bal- 
irop could fire, Jordan's pistol had 
one its work. Only one shotwas fired.

The opinion of those who have ex- 


amined into the matter is that Madera 
will not have it to pay and that Fresno 
must foot the hills due on account of 
roads 
and bridges now in Madera 


county. At the time the county was 
divided, no provision was made for the 
payment of those bonds, and the omis- 
sion will have tbe effect of saddling tbe 
whole debt on Fresno. 


The constitution of tbe state of Cali- 


fornia provides tbat when one county ii 
enlarged or created from the territory o 
one or more counties, it sbalt assume i 
pro raia ahare of the bonded indebted 
ness of the county or counties Iron 
which it takes territory. This woul< 
aoeni plain enough, but the constitution 
makes no provision for ascertaimnr 
what the pro rata of indebtedness is 
That duty is left to the legislature, an< 
in this instance the legislature failed t 
doit. The usual method is toappoin 
commissioners to ascertain that fact 
but this wan not done. Fresno sat idl 
and allowed Madera not only to lak 
one-fifth of tho land and one-fifth of th 
population, but to leave all of the debt 
for the old county to jay.

Of Conducting Promotion Examin- 


ations In the County Schools. 
The unsatisfactory manner in which 


the promotion examinations in tbe 
county schools have heretofore been 
held baa been changed this year by the 
county board of 
educatiom 
Some 


schools close several weeks before others 
do, and the old system of submitting tbe 
same set of examination questions to all 
tbe scboola of the county waa a great in- 
ducement for dishonesty being bred 
among the school children. The pupils 
of the schools which closed first passed 
the examinations on their merits. But 
those of the dchools which closed later 
could, and too often did, get the ques- 
tions which were submitted to the 
school which closed earlier. Thia sys- 
tem was a great temptation for dishon- 
esty, which face in itself condemned it. 


The new plan which the board has 


adopted is to have two examinations, a 
different set of questions bein™ submit- 
ted at each one. The first will begin on 
April 13th, and all the schools that close 
early will begin their examinations ou 
that date. Theotheronewill be held four 
weeka later, at which time the other 
schools will hold theirs. In this way 
there will be no time for transferring 
questions from one school to another, 
as the eame set of examination ques- 
tions will be submitted in the different 
schools at the eame time.

your issue o! March «!•*. an interview, 
with some of thy commission packers, 
wherein some of them state that co-op- 
eration will not injure commission pack- 
ing; but the writer ia puoled to under- 
stand why the establishment of co-oper- 
ative packing houses in the different 
districts, conducted by the growers, will 
not injure thecommisaion packing firms. 
It is well knon-n that there is a profit of 
*3 "0 a ton iu packing loose goods in M- 
pound cases, and *1U per ton on layers 
when packed in 20-pound boies, when 
the actual cost is compared nilh com- 
mission packing charges. As the com- 
mission packer is here for the purpose of 
making that profit, and as the packing 
of these Roods by the growers will keep 
that profit from going into the pockets 
of the commission packers, it seems to 
us that co-operation ia bound to do away 
with commission packing, providing It 
is carried to the extent that now seems 
probable. 
We also notice that some ol those in- 


terviewed claim that they will nave all 
the raisins they want to pack. Takine 
all of the estimatea made by them 
(which,'by the way, la stated by only 
two packers), would be 110 cars.

But there is a 
meaning in it, and the writer is asking 
in all seriousness why the poor people 
who live in dens under the sidewalk , 
must be driven out, banngnowhere else I 
ti go, while the rich people who have 
nlentv of money are not molested. He 
is pleading for his people, and in order 
to show that he understands the ques- 
tion he mentions incidentally that white 
people 80 to Chinatown to smoke opium. 
In other words, he expresses his belief 
in the doctrine that a man should pull 
the beam out of his own eyes before he 
bothera himself about plucking the mote 
out the eye of his neighbor. The writer 
of the letter may not be the master ol 
such classic English as iras used by Ad- 
dieon and Macaulay, but he can grasp 
the gist oi a very highly developed phil- 
osophy of government.

We are assured that the banks wi 


advance us money to pick our grape 
and nay absolute expenses. What w 
want to know is, on what terms wf 
they do so? Perhaps it will be on 
crop mortga^, and we would like 
know what a crop mortgftpfl will co 
each vinyftrdist who wauta from ^50 t 
$150. Last year when a man wante* 
$100 on his crop, as I am informed, th 
bank, first of all, required him to pa 
an attorney fee for making an abatrai 
of title to his land. On a loan of $10 
this fea was at legist 6 per cent, and 
per cent additional was charged aa ii 
tereat, and ano:her aa a fee for recow 
ing, making about 7 per cent for the fir* 
month. 


I am not finding fault with th 


method. It ia probably in accordam 
with the rules under which the banl 
do business. If they loan money the 
have a right to exact terms that su 
them. But, as I said, this matter ha 
not been explained very fully to 
growera; and when they talk of th 
banks letting us have uiouey, we wan 
to know if we must pay an attorney fe 
pay for recording the mortgflge.and inte 
est besides. It is well enough to unde 
stand these tilings as we co along so w 
may not meet too many surprises late 
in the season.

NEW STATE LAW WHICH WORK 


CHANGES. 


Close Season for Deer Greatly Ei 


tended—Song- Birds to Be 


Protected. 


The new state game law, which ia un 


derstood to have received the govern 
or's si™nature and baa EO become a law 
of tbe land, superseding all local an 
county ordinances, contains many pro 
visions of Interest to Fresno count 
iportsmen and to tho general public. 


Tbe first section in order of impor 


ance relates to the slaughter of deer. T 
is a matter of painfully familiar obeerva 
tion to tha people of this county that th 
once abundant hurda of antelope hav 
become practically extinct, and the ex 
>erience of hunters ia that the mountain 
leer are liable to share the same fate 
The new law ia aimed expressly at th 
reckleas slaughter of deer by marke 
nunters and others. It provides as fol 
lows: 


Every person in the state who shal 


luut. k'll or destroy any male deer be 
;ween the loth day of October aud the 
.5th day of July of the following year 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 


Female deer and spotted fawns muEl 


not be killed at any time. 
* Another section relates to the pres- 
ervation of quail, partridges and ducks 
and besides prohibiting the killing o 
hese birds except between the loth day 
jf November and the 15th day of. Jan- 
uary in the following year, enacts that

Ah Souie, a Chinaman, was arreatet 


in Lou Angeles yesterday by Deput 
Constable Crutcher. Souie ia wanted i 
Fresno for the murder of Ah Wing o 
the night of the 27th of December, 1893 
Tbe officers have for a long time bee 


that Souie was euilty of tb 


crime. The murder wag committed i 
Chinatown on the sidewalk ou G streel 
between Tulare and Maripoaa. Aa soo 
as the deed was committed Souie dartet 
into fi neighboring cellar, and since tha 
:ime no trace could be found of him 
until he wag located and yesterday ar 
rested by Crutcher iu Lus Angelea. 


At San Fernando, a email town nea 


.OB Angelen, Crutcher bad to turn hi 
man over to the sheriff of the county 
who stopped him and the Chinaman 01 
a writ of habeas corpus. Crutcher wirec 
,his fact to Fresno, but no further par 
ticulara are known. 


A brief summary ol the causea tha 


ed up to tho murder and the murde 
taelf may be of interest. Abont twr 
weeks before Ah Wing was killed hi 
iad assisted in roHcuingayoungChiuesi 
;irl from a Chinese brothel conducts 
>y Ah Jack in Chinatown. The fiii' 
lad been brought there by force, am 
waa kept in subjection through lear o 
i>eing killed. 


Finally she managed to commnnicati 
ilh a number of Chinamen, auionj 


whom was Ah Wing, who took a'leadin^ 
>artin her rescae. Apian was eec on 
oot to steal her from Ah Jack, and wa! 
uccesslully carried out. Aa the gir 
was returning from the Chinese theater 
na evening a hack was driven Imrricdlj 
p to the sidewalk, and the young gir 


iuiuklv entered. She was taken to the 
cast side of tho track, where she was 
ept in hiding for several days, although 
letectives were hunting high and low 
or her, there being a heavy reward for 
icr recapture. 
A few daya later she and Ah Sing 


mother of her rescuers, were married 
>y Justice Crichton. They immediately 
eft on au extended wedding tour to the 
least. 


It waa soon after aacertained who hat 


aided in rescuing the girl, and a reward 
was placed on the head oi each one; o 
he rescuers It is said that the mur- 
lerer of Ah Wing received $300 as a re- 
ward for the deed. Several highbinderi 
"n San Francisco were sent for, anr 
heir arrival caused" great excitement' 
tmong the local celestials. 


On the night of December 27th Wing 


was walkingalong on the sidewalk with

History of the Famous Gun of tbe 


Rebellion.

Thn eight-inch Parrot t gun, known as 


the "Swamp Angel," will be recalled 
by many who were old enough to read 
and understand the skirmishes and 
raids and hattlea during the civil war. 
The etory of its construction ia about as 
follows: The colonel of a rti*ioient of 
New York engineers waa ordered by 
General Oilimore in 1S63 to mount the 
gun on Morris island, S.0.,the place 
being designated as about a mile out in 
the swamp, and to make requisition for 
all needed appliances. 


The colonel made a eurvev of the 


place designated, viewing it from the 
nearest dry land, and then sent u requi- 
sition for r'200 men thirty feet high to 
work in a swamp twenty feet deep." 
General Gillmore, not appreciating this 
hit of humor from his subordinate, 
placed him under arrest, and the officer 
found it a hard task to yet relieved. 


The gun waa subsequently mounted 


by the colonel, and it was dubbed the 


wainp Angel," after astonishing both 


Federals and Confederates by Bending a 
shell irom Morris island 21,000 feet into 
the streets of Charleston aud making a 
great slaughter. 
It fired thirty-six 


rounds and then burat near the breech. 
It 19 now said to bo in Trenton, N.J., 
where it is ueed as a drinking fountain.
